* It was a r:markable and highly creditable feature
of the extraosdinary excitement yesterday, that there
was ot the least expression of ang I‘eeﬂng. It is
true, all seemed bent on getting coin for their bills and
checks, but all expressed P‘mpnthy for the banks, and
a with for such a returs of confidence as would snable
them to go on. .

“ The Bavk of Peunsylvania is understood to be
